HAMnrno, Sept. 37.—The awful mortal- 
ity caused by cholera in this city and Its 
' suburbs last year did not have the effect 
of teaching the poorer classes the benefit 
of having everything in a good sanitary 
condition, and the efforts of the authori- 
ties to fight the disease this year have not 
met with the support of the classes re- 
ferred to. Yesterday a regular riot was 
caused in St. Pi%uli, a suburb of the city, 
by the attempts of the authorities there to 
enforce the sanitary ordinances, and dur- 
ing the flghtlng a policeman was killed. 


It appears that the people in one of the 
poorer districts of St. Pauli havelongcom- 
plaiued to one another of what 
they 
claimed to be the interference of the au- 
thorities with their way of living, and 
•when the health officials furtlier interfered 
to euforce cleanliness, there was trouble at 
once. The health officials were accom- 
panied by several policemen, but the latter 
were powerless to prevent the crowd that 
had quickly gathered from attempting to 
drive the party out of the street. 
Stones 
were thrown, and some of the officials 
' were quite badly bruised. 
. 
During the melee one of the rioters was 
arrested, whereupon the mob turned their 
entire attention to the police, and at- 
tempted to rescue the prisoner. Theorowd 
made a determined rush upon the officer 
who had hold of the prisoner, knocked 
him down, and then trampled upon and 
kicked him with their heavy wooden shoes. 
The situation of the official party was critr 
ical, and word was hastily sent for mili- 
tary aid. In the meantime the police and 
health officials were fighting for their 
lives. 


A detachment of soldiers were sent on 
the run to the scene, and they soon dis- 
persed the mob. They were too late, how- 
ever, 
save the policeman who had been 
trampled upon. 
When the crowd dis- 
persed he was lifted up dead and carried 
to the police station. His face was unrec- 
ognizable and his body was a mass of 
bruises. 


Many of the rioters have been arrested 
on the charge of murder. The man 
first 
arrested was rescued by the mob, but he, 
too, is known.

It is bounded on the south 
by the British Malay Ktates, occupying 
the lower end of the Malay peninsula, 
the Gulf of Hiain, French Cambroilia 
and Cochin Ohina. 
On the west and 
north it is bounded by JSurmah, ex- 
cept that lower Siani touches the Eay 
of Benp:aJ, and on 
the 
eaeit 
the 
bouuihiry is Toiitjuiu 
and 
Anuam, 
French poRsessions. 


It is in tliis qttarter that tlie trouble 
arose which threatened an East Indian 
war and, perhaps, the peace of Europe. 
Aunam is a narrow strip of territory 


miles wide» between the Mekong and 
the coast raiip^e of hills, which has 
been the casus belli. 


England is interested in the ques- 
tion because the disputed 
territory 
touches her Burmese possessions on the 
north; 
because of 
her 
hereditary 
hatred of the French, and because of 
her jealousy of territorial acquisition 
iu the east l)y any other Nation. 
Rus- 
sia, as the ally of France in Europe 
anil the rival of Eniylantl iu Asia, has 
a double motive for taking the part of 
France. 


Biam has figured larii^ely in 
legend 
and poetry. 
IMarco Polo visited it. 
Tales in which there is a strange blend- 
ing of the improbable and the true 
have been told about it. 
It is only 
within comparatively recent times that 
accnrato information has 
been 
ob- 
tainiul concerning this far-away coun- 
try. 
Authentic Siamese history 
be- 
gins with 1850, when Ayuthia, now a 
cluster (»f ruins seventy miles north of 
Bangkok, was the capital. The period 
from 1(559 to 1088 was made illustrious 
by the career of Constance Falcon, a 
C4rcek of Ce])halouia, who attained the 
dignity of Prime Minister. 
Ho 
in- 
duced the King to send an embassy to 
L(mis XIV. 
Ayuthia 
remained the 
cajntal until 176S, w*hen, after a sioge 
of two years, it was taJeen and burned 
by the Burmese. 
These in their turn 
were driven out by Phya Tak, the sou 
of a Chinese l)y a ¿iamese mother. 
He 
made Bangkok Mie cai)ital and after- 
ward ascended the throne. 
The pres- 
ent dynasty was founded iu 178'2. 


The prenent ruler is KingChulalong- 
korn I., of whom and of the form of 
whose (xovcrnnient Carter H. Harrison 
in his book, »^V Race With the Sun," 
thus speaks: 


'^The King owns everything and, in 
a certain sense, everybody. 
He is lord 
of all he surveys, and yet is 
himself 


peaceably disposed 
are tho 
people 
that Colonel David B. Sickles, 
for 
many years United States Consul there, 
says the murders did not average one 
a year. 
Bangkok is .situated on both 
banks of 
the Menam River. 
Aside 
from the pagodas, temples and Govern- 
ment buildings nearly aJl structures 
are of bamboo, with thatched 
roofs. 
Many of these float on pontoons 
or 
bundles of bamboo in the river, or in 
the canals, which form an intricate

between Siam and the Pacific Ocean. 
The boundary line between Siam and 
Annam, according to the maps, and as 
it actually existed until the French 
put forth their present claims, was a 
range of hills running jjarallel with 
tho sea coast and forming the water- 
shed between the sea coast and 
the 
valley of tho Mekong River. 
The ex- 
tensive tracts of country between the 
river and these hills, like much of 
Siam, is largely jungJe and waste, and 


the veriest slave of the groveling 
su- 
perstitions and vile customs of 
his 
people—superstitions 
and 
customs 
which must be a source of intense dis- 
gust to so intelligent a man as King 
Chulalongkorn evidently is, yet which 
he could not escape, excex)t at the risk 
of losing his throne. 


*'Absolute monarch, his will a law to 
every man in the realm, his proclama- 
tions gainsaid b}'' no one, yet he him- 
self is absolutely governed by custom 


like all of Siam is without roads or j and the opinions of his nobles, oven to 
means of traversing it. 
Siam's hold j tho daily routine of his life. 
With 
on this territory 
has always been . tastes and aspirations natural to a man 
weak, and Franco has long desired ; of culture, and ambitions growing out 


of his royal position and liis 
evident 
desire for his countiy's prosperity, he 
is utterly 2')owerless to do the half he 
would, for his people, 
because he is 
locked uj) in his palace and can see the 
people's needs only through the eyes 
of others and can hear only the voice 
of flattery, or, what is yet worse, the 
voice of self-seeking and too often dis- 
honest ambition." 


Tho King ascended the throne when 
he was llfteen years old and is now 
forty. 
He has a multitude of wives, 
according to the custom of tho coun- 
try, and upward of thirty 
children. 
Though he has so many wives only 
one ranlcs as CJIieen, 


Tho jjopulation of Siam is a very 
mixed one. 
Only about a third of it 
consists of pure Siamese. 
There are 
about 
1, OUU, 000 
Chinese, most of 
whom, strange as it may seem, 
are 
subjects of Holland, 
The remainder 
of tho ijopulation is made up of mixed 
races—Burmese, Indians, Malays, and 
Cambodians. 


The Siamese are essentially peaceful 
anil indolent. 
They ai^e social, vain, 
and fond of bright dresses and jew- 
elry, 
and are 
inveterate 
gamblers. 
Tho dress, ];oth for men anil women, is 
a cloth called **panoong," about two 
feet wide, M'rapjied around tho waist, 
with one corner drawJi up and caught 
in a girtlle at the waist. 
This makes a 
sort uf llowing trouser failing to the 
knees. 


Well-to-do-i^eoplo weor, in addition, 
I white jacket, 
shoes, and stockings. 
'Iho women are distinguished 
by a 
g.iudy scarf thrown across the body. 


Bangkok, 
tho cajiital and largest

network of waterways about the city. 
The 
religion 
of the people 
is 
Buddhism, 
Nearly 
all men of the 
ujDper classes enter the priesthood for 
a short time, and by custom no one 
can ascend the throjie who has 
not 
been a mendicant priest. 


Tho temples are very striking ob- 
jects seen from afar, and some of thom 
are beautiful, but generally, as is the 
case with most things Oriental, dis- 
tance lends enchantment to the view. 
Upon near inspection it is found that 
there is a great deal of tinsel about 
them, and their gaudy, cheap orna- 
mentation does not favorably impress 
the American. 
They are not neatly 
kept, and tho visitor picks his way 
through rubbish heaps to the temple 
entrances. 
Here come the people in 
swarms to pray and to listen to the 
monotonous chants of crowds of lazy 
priests. 
The lower jmrt of the edifice 
contains the images of Buddha, and 
all around the jjagoda are buihlings 
devoted to the service of tho priest- 
hood. 
The most famous temple in all 
Siam is the Wat Cheng, opposite the 
royal palace. 
it lifts its sacred spire 
200 feet from the ground, and every 
inch of its irregular surface is covered 
with glazed and colored ornamenta- 
tion, while little bells hang from every 
possible i>rojection, and every zej^hyr 
sets them tinkling. 


Another famous temple contains the 
mammoth sleeping Buddha, 
The re- 
clining statue is eighty-seven feet long. 
The most interesting temple in Bang- 
kok is the temple of the Emerald God 
within the royal enclosure, devoted to 
the use of the King's family. 
It is 
most ornate, is filled with the rarest 
specimens of Oriental and European 
art, and, crowning all, is the little 
emerald Buddha, only a foot high, a 
solid mass of diamonds, sa})i>hires and 
other gems. Several far loftier temples 
in Bangkok cost Slt)0,000 apiece, but 
the private temple of the King, sur- 
passing them all iu magnificence, cost 
$1,000,000. 


Buddha priests in yellow garbs are 
seen everj^vriiero in Bangkok. 
They 
are not permitted to work, and many 
young fellows enter the 
priesthood 
simply because they are thus sure of 
an easy, pampered existence. 
On the 
ground lieside this old felloAV you see 
the bowl with which he saunters out 
in the morning to collect his daily 
bread, or rather 
rice, 
and 
loaning 
against the tree is his large umbrella. 
^yhen a woman ladles a low spoonfuls 
of rice into his bowl he hides his face 
behind a fan, for fear the lady's charms 
may interrui)t his contemplation of 
holy things. 


Bangkok is lighted by electricity and 
has a system of electric street railways. 
Great strides in education have been 
made in tho last few years. 
Tho Gov- 
ernment is a monarchy, the reigning 
monarch having the right to nominate 
his successor from among his sons. 
Legislative i30wcr is vested in the King 
in conjunction with a council of minis- 
ters, moftt of whom are his half broth- 
' ers, 


Siam's militar}* force consists of a 
standing army of 12,000 men, axid the 
people generally are liable to be called 
out as recjuired, but there is no armed 
militia, 
Every male inhabitant over 
twenty-one years old is obliged to serve 
three months a year. 
There are, how- 
ever, a good many exemi^tions from 
this rule. 
These include members of 
the priesthood, tho Chinese settlors 
who pay a commutation tax, slaves, 
ljublic functionaries, tho fathers of 
three sons liable to service, and those 
who purchase exemption by a lino of 
from ii'd to 
a month or by furnish- 
ing a slave or somo othor person not 
subject to conscription as a substitute. 
Tho Govornmont jjo&ssosses upward of 
80,000 stand of arms, beside a consid- 
erable stock of cannon. 
The ami}'' is 
largely oilicered by Europeans and Jms 
boon very largely increased of late 
years, both in ulliciency and equip- 
ment. 


The naral eqtuipment consists of two 


ficroTT steamers of 2000 tons and eight 
guns each, several gunboats, officered 
chiefly by Englishmen and Danes, and 
somo sea-going yachts. 
One cruiser 
of 2500 tons is being built. 
There are 
forts with hoavy guns at the mouth of 
the Bangkok River. 
There is a bar at 
the mouth of the river, however, which 
eiTectually prevents the entrance of 
vessels drawing more 
than thirteen 
feet of water» 


The National revenues amount to 
about $10,000,000 a year, of which tho 
land tax produces $1,435,000; tax on 
spirits, §500,000; tax on fruit trees, 
$325,000 ; opium, $ii00,000 ; gambling, 
$500,000; 
customs, 
$715,000; 
tin 
mines, $350,000; edible bird's nests, 
.S135,000, and fisheries, ¡5135,000. 
All 
the taxes, with the exception of the 
customs duties, aro farmed. 
There is 
no public debt, and power has only 
lately been given to tho Hong Kong 
and Shanghai bank's local branch to 
issue a limited amount of ])aper money. 


There is comparatively little industry 
iu tho country, mainly due to the state 
of serfdom in which the population is 
kept by the local governors. Through- 
out tho whole country the natives are 
liable to forced labor for from one to 
three months each year. 
The conse- 
quence is that the land;» rich in many 
parts, is badly cultivated. 
Not more 
than one-twentieth of the 
available 
land in the delta of the Menam is culti- 
vated. 
The dense forests of upper 
Siam make t(>ak cutting an important 
industry. 
Gold exists in some of the 
rivers, and for the working of it COIL- 
cessions have been granted ta British 
and French companies. 
Gem mining 
is carried on in various districts on 
the western side of the Malay peninsula, 
where tin and coal aro also known to 
exist. 


Domestic slaverv is in gradual abo» 
V 
O 


lition. 
Such slavery as exists is en- 
tireJy debt slavery. The present King, 
by an edict, decreed that no person 
born after his accession to the throne 
can be held as a slave beyond the ago 
of twenty-one. 
Chinese coolies 
do 
most of both the skilled and unskilled 
labor in the south, especially in tho 
mills and mines. 
In the north forest 
work is confined almost entirely to 
the Burmese, Karens and Khamus, 


Nearly tho whole of the trade is in 
the hands of foreigners. 
In late years 
many Chinese, not subject, like the na- 
tives, to forced labor, have settled in 
the country. 
The foreign trade cen- 
ters in Bangkok. 
In 1891 the exports 
from BaugKok amounted to about SS,- 
000,000, the imports to about $7,000,- 
000, 
Teakwood and rice comprise a 
large ])art of the exports. 
Machinery, 
iron, hardware and cotton goods com- 
prise a large parb of the imports. 


Railway building began seven 
or 
eight years ago. 
There is one com- 
pleted railroad from Bangkok to Pak- 
nam, fourteen miles, and another one 
in construction from Bangkok to Ban 
Mai, on the Patriew Eiver, and an- 
other one from Bangkok to Korat, 1(35 
miles through a very rich undeveloped 
rice growing i^lateau. 
Another rail- 
road has been surveyed across 
the 
mountains connecting Bangkok 
with 
the Burmese cities. 
Telegraph lines 
aggregating 1780 miles are in opera- 
tion. 
There is a postal service in 
Bangkok, and in 18S5 Siam joined the 
International Postal Union. 


Along the entire southern and east* 
ern frontier of Siam is territory either 
absolutely annexed to France, acknowl- 
edging a French i^rotectorate, or in 
which French influence i^redominates. 
French intervention in the affairs of 
Annam began in 1787, and was termin- 
ated by a treaty in 188-1:, establishing 
a French protectorate. 
Annam main- 
tains an army of 23,230 soldiers, of 
whom about half aro natives. 
Cam- 
bodia recognized the French jn'otec- 
torate in l8t>3, France has 300 soldiers 
here. 
In Cochin China Franco has 
1830 Ff'inch soldiers and requires a 
contribution of 5,000,000 francs toward 
the 
military expenditures of Annam 
and Tonquin. 


Tonquin, with a population of 8,000,' 
000, of whom 400,000 are 
Koman 
Catholics, w^as annexed to France in 
1884. 
In 
1880 there were 
11,475 
French troops here, besides 6500 na- 
tive soldiers.

Foolish men sometimes tic a cow up 
to punish her, with the result that the 
fool is punished in the lessened yield 
causcd by the separation 
from 
the

E X H A U S T E D L A N D . 


We are suliering here in New Eng- 
land from land exhaustion. 
That is 
one of the questions that confronts 
New England, 
confronts IMassachu- 
setts. 
If these lands were highlj'i^i'o- 
ductive, tliey would bo occupied and 
used. 
One of the ]n*imc reasons for 
the abandonment of these lands is be- 
cause they no longer have .plant food. 
Kow, 
how 
have they become 
ex- 
hausted? 
I think largely by raising 
the grains. That is what the New Eno° 
land farmer primar/Iy did. 
He raised 
corn and oats, wheat and barley, and 
sold them, 
and thus 
impoverished 
these lands. 


The^ farms of Nevr England have 
been impoverished because we have 
sold more from the land than we have 
restored to it. 
The question then for 
the farmer is, Hov/ shall I restore, how 
shall I build up my farm? 
How shall 
I wisely do it? 
I believe the wise way 
to do it is to buy grain, 
I think it is 
the cheapest way to do it, 
because 
•when you raise a crop of grain on your 
land you diminish the fertility of that 
land. 


When 3'ou raise a croj) of anything 
except the leguminous plants, except 
tho pea and tho clover and the bean, 
and crops of that nature, and draw it 
(;ff the land, you have taken something 
out of mother earth. 
When you buy 
gram you buj^ something which Ii^is a 
large manurial value. 
When a man 
buys a ton of bran for §20 J say it is a 
good investment. 
Whv? 
Because he

This is a 


desirable thing to accomplish, but to 
attempt it by building up hills for tho 
corn is to adopt a temporary and a 
very imperfect substitute for draining. 
Sometimes, however, this must be dono 
or the planting of tho iield bcdeferi*ed 
till another scjison. On reasonably (Iry 
land tho case is different 
Vlere'it is 


important to get the roots of the corn 
under ground rather than above its 
level. 


In th is situation tlie two main pur^* 
poses of the roots, to secure food and 
to keep the plant in an U]>right posi- 
tion, can be best iiromoted. 
If tho 
soil be mellow and tho surface nearly 
level, tho roots will pass through it in 
all directions and extend to (juite a 
distance from the plants. 
But if higli 
hills are made the stalks will throw out 
a large number of roots which can go 
only a little distance, which are ex- 
1)os(h1 to injury in time of drought, 
which can obtain but little food \iud 
which can do but little to hold u]) the 
plant-3. 
A moderate number of long 
roots will do a great deal more to keep 
the corn from blowing dow*n than Avill 
a much larger number of short ones, 
which 
have 
neither 
time to 
gain 
strength nor room in which to become 
fully developed. 


The plants will grow far more rapidly 
if they are allowed to depend upon the 
natural development of their roots than 
they will if by the formation of hills 
the growth of a large number of short 
and Mvak roots is stimulated. 
Th.- 
writer does not recall an inetance in 
which ho ever injured a field of corn 
by level cultivation. 
He does remem- 
ber several instances in which ho be- 
lieves that by hilling corn he v/asted a 
good deal of work and materially re- 
duced the yield of the crop.—New 
England Homestead.

Tn answer to the query, '^How often 
in one season 
ought geese

A tree is strong and hardy when it 
becomes old and its roots are thor- 
ou'^hly establiBhod. While it is young 
it needs and must have attention or it 
will die. 
The better the start to grow 
when young the better the tree. 


A good method of destroyingcoekle- 
burs where fields are thoroughly in- 
fested with tliem is to seed to grass or 
clover and use it for meadow for a few 
years. 
When it is jjlowed again and 
crops such as corn, potatoes, etc., are 
planted go over it with a hoe in late 
summer and autumn and cut them out, 
A foothold once gained, heroic treat- 
ment is required. 


Look out now for the warts on tho 
plum trees and cut them off with a 
linife and j^aint the wound with kero- 
sene oil mixed with any kind of paint 
that may be at hand. 
If left they be- 
come the black knot, and often destroy 
the trees unless jjrevented in season as 
above described. 
Follow it up every 
fortnight through the summer, and 
grub up all the wild cherries in tho

Nev<»r pick them in cold 
weather. 
When ready to inck, which the experi- 
enced geese-raiser can tell by the color 
of tho plumage (if ready there will be

feathers cojjie easily and are dry at the 
quill end. If not ripe, they are soft 
and bloody, Ajid this is oue of the 
reasons x^hy store-bought

odor. The best guide, experience, tells 
ns to tako only a small 
pinch of 
feathers in tho lingers at a time, and 
with a quick downward jerk, frvnn tail 
to neck, 
displace the jirst coat of 
feathers with only a very little of the 
second coat, the down. 
Do not pick 
the bolsters, 
those 
large 
feathers 
under the Wings. If you do, the poor 
creatures' wings will droop continur 
ally. 
When the gooso dies, we cap 
strip these off for iillinf^ pillows for 
homo use. 
Jiut never tdke them from 
the geese while living."

The huts

selves from the cold or small wooden 
structures about five feet square by six 
feet high, with a small door on the side, 
and sometimes a 
window.

are 
easily fitted on sleds, so that their owners 
can draw them over the ice from place 
to place in search of an advantageous 
location. 
AVhcn tho spearsman has de- 
ported his hut to the proper point, he 
proceeds to cut a hole in the ice about 
eighteen inches in diameter, and over 
this he sets the hut, having taken it oil 
the sled.

Duration of Life Amonfr Birds. 


The distinguished German 
biologist, 
Weismann, has pointed out that there is 
less exact 
knowledge 
on this subject 
than might be expected, considering how 
many in number are the 
ornithologists 
and the ornithological societies. 
Small 
singing birds live from eight to eight 
een years. 
Havens have lived for al- 
most lUO years in captivity, and parrots 
longer than that. 
Fowls live 
ten to 
twenty years (and are then sold as spring 
chickens to young housekeepers). 
The 
wild goose live upwards of 100 years, 
and swans are said to have attained the 
age of 3U0, 
The long life of birds has 
been 
interpreted 
as compensation foi 
their feeble fertility, and for the great 
mortality of their young. 
From the 
small island of St, Kilda, oil Scotland, 
20,u00 young gannets and an immense 
number of e^gs are annually collected j 
an J although this bird lays only one egg 
per annum, and is four years in attaining 
jnaturity, its numbers do not diminish, 
Obviou-ily, as Weismann observes, such 
birds 
must reach a great age, or tliey 
would long ago have been exterminated, 
—London Snectator. 


n o w TO LAUD A BIKD. 


Not every one understands how to lard 
a bird successfully. 
Two articles are 
necessary, a good larding-neeile of prop- 
er size and good larding pork. 
Tne 
pork should be white and very iirm, and 
should be cold when it is used. 
It is a 
good plan to have a bowl of broken ice 
at hand and to lay tho lardoons on il 
after they are cut. Put the strip of pork 
in the top of the needle, pressing it in 
firmly. 
Thrust the point of the needle 
throuiih the flesh of the bird or in the 
meat to be larded, upward. 
About half 
an inch of the lardoon should show on 
each side after it is put in. 
The larding 
should be inserted at Intervals ot about 
an inch apart and iu even systematic 
rows. 
When a bird is rich m fat like a 
duck, it would be absurd to lard it. One 
would not think of larding a sirloin of 
beef. 
A fillet of beef, however, is always 
larded, because it has little natural fat. 
Game birds of all kinds, except ducks, 
are improved 
by 
larding. 
Domestic 
fowls are not often treated this way. 
A 
roast of veal is usually much better for 
larding; aud most braised meats 
are 
larded because lean pieces of meat are 
usually selected for this kind of cookin;r, 
—Kew York Tribune.

hours, 
llavcready a dish of 
ipple-sauce, break open the dumplings 
and spread with the sauce. 
Put 
tho 
dumphngs 
together 
again, and serve 
with sweetened milk. 
In tnis case you 
know that the apples are done. 


Steamed Squash—Select Hubbard or 
other good winter squash, wipe clean, 
then with a hatchet cut in pieces, scrape 
out 
the seeds and inside, place in (\ 
steamer over a kettle of boiling water, 
when done take oil steamer cover and let 
I the steam dry oil". 
With a large iron 
spoon scrape the squash out of the rind 
into a hot pau, ma&h and add plenty of 
butter, a little salt, and if pretty dry, a 
little sweet cream improves it. 


Coffee Rolls—One pint hot milk, one- 
half cup butter and lard mixed, 
one 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup yeast, 
one 
egg, flour to mix. 
Mix, with a knife as 
soft as can be 
handled, 
and 
cut 
it 
thoioughly. In the morning knead well, 
make into largo balls, then roll 
each 
Jjall between the hands into rolls six 
inches Jong. 
Place them so they 
will 
not touch in the pan after rising. 
When 
U^rht bake in a hot oven.

What Is Cutllellsli? 


The so-called ^cuttlefish 
belongs to 
what are called mollusks or shell fish, 
and is more nearly related to the clams 
and oysters than to true 
fishes. 
While 
the oyster and clam have no organs in 
any manner resembling feet or arras the 
cuttlefish is well provided with them, 
hence are called cephalopods, meaning 
**head-footed," because they have long 
powerful and muscular arms or tentacula 
around their heads, by the aid of which 
they collect their food. 
But 
while 
our cuttlefish is really a mollusk and 
closely related to what we have become 
accustomed to call shell jishes, they have 
no outside shell, but instead a large one 
within. 
This internal shell is lodged in 
a sac on the back part of what is termed 
the mantle, and is of a somewhat oval 
shape and thickest in front, and is the 
article sold in shops as cuttlefish. 
It is 
quite light, porous and formed of thin 
plates with inteivening spaces divided 
by thin partitions.—New York Sun,

HEIST SENTENCED. 


Last Wednesday, Sept, 20, ihe mo- 
tion for a new trial of Henry Heist, 
inupd puilty of murder oi murder in 
the first degree» was argued before Pres- 
ident Judge Wm. McClean, and asso- 
ciate judges Joiin L.Jenkins and David 
G. Dnnolnie. 


George J. Benner, Esq., occupied 
about an hour and a half in an argu- 
ment in snpport of the motion for a 
new trial, and the reply of District At- 
torney 
Duncan 
consumed 
about 
a 
half hour. 


Immediately upon the concluding 
of the argument, Judge McClean read 
a lengthy, prepared opinion, in which 
he went over the evidence and arrayed 
th? facts adduced at the trial. 
The 
reasons for the new trial were disposed 
ol seriatim, and the motion was over- 
luled on the grounds that the verdict 
was in entire accordance with the prin* 
ciples of law applicable in the case and 
fully justified by the evidence; that 
there was complete proof of the corpus 
delicti and that there had been no er- 
ror in the trial as specified, and con- 
cluding that the defendant "has no 
just reason to complain of anything 
that was done, and ought to submit to 
the true verdict rendered in the case, 
and should repent of his misdeeds and 
without further delay seek God's par 
don and mercy." 


At the conclusion of the delivery of 
the court's opinion, Henry Heist was 
ordered to stand up and was asked if 
he had anything to say befcre sentence 
of death was imdosed upon him. 


The prisoner did not show any loss 
of that nerve that he exhibited during 
his tiia!, as he answered, »<1 did harm 
the boy." 


Whereupon the Court addressed the 
convicted murderer as follows: 


"You have led an evil life; you have 
been profane, cruel and dishonest. You 
have occupied a felon's 
cell 
in the 
Penitentiary. 
You have not rejiarded 
man nor feared God but have trampled 
upon the laws of both. 
You went on 
in the course of wickedness and in the 
service of the devil, until you reached 
the lt)west depth in taking the life of 
your companion, who had not injured 
you; who when last seen was happy and 
amusing himself with innocent enjoy- 
ment. 
You struck him down sudden- 
ly with fearful blows, and to make sure 
of your bloody work cut his throat, 
severing his windpipe, bringing his soul 
into eternity, without warning, to meet 
his God. 


You have had abundant time to re- 
pent of your foul deed and you should 
improve it. 
Do not attempt to cover 
up your crime with the mere denial of 
your lips and thus deprive yourself of 
God's mcrcy. 
It is your paramount 
duty to confess your sin with true, sin 
cere and keep contrition of soul. 
The 
vilest sinner may have his -stains of 
guilt washrd away in the blood of that 
Saviour whom you have dishonored; 
whose holy name you nave blasphemed. 
Do not delude yourselt with the de 
ceitful hope of escape from the extreme 
penalty of the law. 
You have been 
fairly 
tried and 
justly 
condemned.
